The regpected Doctor Frichen bad testificod
that he bad been called in suddenly on the last

that situation, Ie had sent in two drsughls,
peing simply anodyues, but quite harmless; ajter
taking one of which the nntortunate lady was
found dead.

It was distinetly proved that the sole inhabi-
tanis of the hou=e where tne alleged wurder
took place, beside the luckless. couple, were
Leopold Wintzer nvd Charlot Lutzen: and the
qusntity ot gold contalped in the valises of
both the unforrunate Indy and gentleman supe
plied pmple motive for their murder by a man
w0 well Enown to be avaricious sud miserly us
Wintzer,

The latter was a singular character, but one
tommon enough in the age in which these
events happened. He was half a scientific in-
vestigntor and ball av impostor, He studied
nature and imposed upon man, faneying that
his enperior knowledpge gave him the right to
deceive his [ellow-creatures, By those who
Jived near him or came into contuct with him,
he was looked upon with some respect und a
good deal more dread. He was known every-
where 42a necromancer—as one who dealt with
awlul mysteries for awful purposes. His man-
ners, his dress, his gloomy house, his laboratory,
the curions animals from (nr-off countries with
which he surronnded himself, his cultivation of
strange plants, were, in the minds of the vnlgar,
ouly 8o mauny proots of his dealings wilh the
powers of darkness,

On the night of the murder the necromancor
had, by hiz own admission, wquafortls in his
possession, Further, he contessed that, conirary
to his usual habit, he sat up all the mght. In
1he morning the agquafortis was missing, and
both the bottles destined for the unfortunate
lndy were proved to have contalned it. Then
the female prisoner admitted that twice during
the night she went to the jaboratory to her
master (althongh she averred that ihe last time
he was Inst asleep), and she also admis that
her hand placeil the fr-t bottle ou che dersgsed's
table, ana it was inferred that the master con-
sulted with the servant, prepared the poison,
and then lett it 1o the old womasn to administer
it for a consideridtion of pari of the gold to be
acquired.

Within a week the horrible sentence on the
poor old man was ciarried out in all its awful
details, he to the last protesting his innocence,
Indeed, irom the time of the murder uctil he
wae actually tied 1o the sinke, he spoke and
acted like one under the influence of o dream,
But the populace were under another impres-
slon. They lully belleved him guilty, and when
he was brought out to death, behaved in w
savage manner, that moved the aged vietim o
tears. He dled confessing that ne had been
guilty of many wicked, Implous impostures, hut
solemnly called Heavea to witness that he wous
guiltless of the foul erime of murder,

They had
neurly finjshed their meal, when a sudden nolse
caused both to look up, and (iretechon screamon
aloud, Not so (he elder woman; she looked
on as if hody and soul were abount to parg
with all her faculiies (such as they were) tized
on an object in an obscure gorver ol the old
kitchen, :
It wae & large black ape, intently engaged (o

During this occapation he grnnned and eib-
pered with a govilish satiglaction quiteappailive,

A flood of lebt burst in on the olunded
brain of the vafartunsate Dame Charlot, she
sprane from her feel as il electrified.

My poor muordered master | ere! The mon-
key—ihe murderer ! and pouring out incohe-
rent sentence after seutence, she fell senseless
¢n the floor,

The true murderer wae found,

Tu the hurry und tomult on the nleht of Donna
Bestevan's denth, nobody had thoueht ot the ape,
who had for three monthe since that tragionl
event held entire possession of the premises,
lving how snd where he counld. ‘This npe was
one of the animnals which Wintzer had n nie
little menavene, and from his halt human pro-
pensitios and his tamenecse, had been allowed to
rove through the house nnd garden at will,

It i# well known toat monkeys will most
faithfully and accurntely imitate the transae-
tions of himan beings. On he night of the sun-
pused murder, the bluck ape bad been watching
old Wintzer in the laboratory until gleocp over-
came the latter,

It will be rccollected that the phial of aqua.
foriis had been untortunately 121t by the necro-
mancer on the taple. The ape, eager to Imba.e
the mollons ol bhis master, had seized the
phinl. But there was no other phial at hand
into which to empty it, for the remander were
locked up.

Suddenly a thought fashed on the monkey's
wind, There were phials outside the door on
the bracket, sud he wonld use those.

For the gecond time Autwerp was in an up-
roar, and the upshot may be rendily guessed,
Our old friend Dame Charlot received her ren-
son (which the shoek had bronght back—such
cages are not rare) and she lived to see a4 hun-
dred years, The repentant townspeople would
have erceted & stutue to the memory of the
poor necromineer, who was the victim of a
monkey’s treak, but they changed their minds
and did st hetter, They ralsed a competencn
jor the now happy Charlot. As her master hod
left no belrs, the Stute mnde over his wenllth to
the old lsdy in vart compensation for her many
trials, nod she resided 1l her death in the old
houvee.

The tide of ill-luck turped. The house be-
came fortovate, “Madame Charlot,” ns she
was then called, sent to Venice for her great
nephew, a famous jeweller, to come and set up
hig trude m Autwerp. Probably with the old
lndy’s guilders and florins in view, he did so;
Hived with her neatly twenty years, till gshe died
in her hundredeh year, when it was found that
she had left 1l to him. The goldsmith amnssed
an enormous forfune, beeame ultimately enno-
bled and a member of the State Courecll, and
his heirs in Antwerp have, to this day. for their
arms, n monkey graspiug au empty phial, with
the morto, “Out of mischiet rose fortune,”
Thus was & monkey the eanse of the deaths of
three inouvcent people, aud the founder of o
whole family's prosperity.
